Douglas Hyde was much impress 
with the knowledge displayed by the Pre- 
sident, and asked him how he had become 
so interested, for this was the time when 
the Irish Renaissance and the Gaelic 
League was not well-known in the United 
States.

The private view afforded an opportunity 
for a social occasion, but the percentage of 
persons who only came to see each other was 
very evidently small, compared with those 
who took a genuine interest in the exhibition. 
This fact has in large part been explained 
by Clare Leighton herself, an exquisite wood- 
engraver. She says, indeed, that there 1s 
an economic factor in the modern revival of 
wood-engraving, but she is also of the opinion 
that the ' general interest in wood-engraving 
lies in the modern fashion of interior decora- 
tion. The strong. simple lines and _ propor- 
tions of the new archite-ture, with the more 
general use of positive, plain colours, are 
well suited by the equally strong blacks and 
whites of the wood-engraving. ... It is 
possible that the woodcat nay owe some of 
its popularity to the growth of an exact and 
scientific habit of mind. . . The days of 
romantic blurriness are finished, and with 
them the indeterminate, fuzzy attitude to- 
wards art.” ; 
Miss Leighton’s thesis may help to account 
for the keen interest manifested in the 
Polish artists yesterday, and, it so, 
M. Dobryzynski’s exhibition is most oppor 
tune. 


SOURCES OF INTEREST 


The Polish art exhibition ‘is interesting by 
reason of its very special character, and parti- 
cularly in the fact. that it goes so far back, 
and contains 14 woodcuts dating to the old 
Polish folk wood-engravers, who were wont 
to wander through the country, carrying their 
wood blocks from village to village, or to 
manor estate, and graving and printing in 
the presence of the buyer. It is remarkable 
that the first of these works, ‘‘A 1.” described 
in the catalogue as ‘‘ Coltrina (Folk Wall- 
paper),” should remind one of Eric Gill's 
title-page design for *‘ Hamlet.” 

There are 150 modern graphic art exhibits 
which very fully demonstrate the high plane 
on which Polish art in this medium has been 
maintained by the modern executants. The 
pictures vary from woodcuts of book illustra- 
tion size to lithographs nearly 30 inches long 
and broad. Of the former Nos. 8 to 17, by 
Bylina Michol and  Chrostowski-Ostoja 
Startislow, are delightful woodcuts. No. 1 
of the large lithographs, ‘‘Apple Trees,” and 
No. 143, “ View from the Wawal,’’ are very 
beautiful pictures of high artistic value in 
their execution of delicate light and depth 
effects. These are the work of Leon 
W yczolkowski. 

Another exquisite work is the line engraving 


No. 148, ‘* Bielsko,’’ by Zakrzewski. The 
aquatint, No. 120, *‘Fishing Nets,’’ by 


Stankiewicz Zofja, with its placid water and 
distant cloud’ descriptions, is an attractive 
work. No. 96, by Pankiewicz, is a lovely 
little picture. 

The artistic gem of the woodcuts is No. 54, 
“*Washer-woman,” ‘by Edward Czerwinski. 
Over a dozen of Wladyslaw Skoczlas’ works 
are shown, and will be admired fíor. their 
dramatic vigour. The artist is devoted to 
the traditional style, yet one. of his heads 
is certainly typical of Sean Keating’s men 
of the West. 

It is not possible to mention all the good 
things lining these walls. The textiles, 
however, cannot escape notice. They com- 
prise fifteen specimens of textile fabrics pro- 
duced in the Warsaw workrooms of the 
**Lad,’’ a co-operative society whose aim 
is artistic harmony. All the examples at- 
tracted notice. :

The First Step 


When, in a recent speech, the Free 
State Minister for Education expressed 
the hope that the New Year would see tha 
removal of the last differences between 
this country and Great Britain, he hardly 
can have known that events were about to 
move so quickly towards the achievement 
of his desires. There always is a dash of 
the dramatic in Irish affairs, and nothing 
could be more unexpected than yesterday's 
happenings in London. President de 
Valera has been in Switzerland, consulting 
the specialist who operated on his eyes last 
year. Dr. Vogt gave him a satisfactory 
report—a fact which has caused wide- 
spread relief in the Saorstdt—and on 
Wednesday night the President arrived in 
London en route for home. He had 
intended to cross to Ireland yesterday 
morning; but fate, in the person of the 
Dominions Secretary, intervened, and 
those friends who had gathered at Euston 
to see him off were disay pointed. Shortly 
after ten o’clock Mr. Malcolm Macdonald 
arrived at the President’s hotel, where the 
two statesmen remained closeted until 
lunch time. Indeed, they seem ty have 
had so much to say to each other that 
Mr. Macdonald was half an hour late 
for a public luncheon appointment at the 
Criterion © Restaurant.. Mr. J. W. 
Dulanty, the tireless representative of the 
Free State in London, apparently took 
part in the discussions, and when Mr. 
Macdonald left it was learned that Mr. 
de Valera had decided to remain over in 
London until this morning in order that 
they might be resumed later in the day. 
At half-past seven in the evening Mr. 
Macdonald again arrived at the hotel, 
where he stayed in conversation with the 
President until ten o'clock, An official 
statement was given to the Press by Mr. 
Dulanty ; but, in the nature of things, it 
was non-committal. It merely announced 
that informal discussions had taken place 
on “a number of matters affecting the 
relations between the two countries.” A 
strange touch of irony was given to the 
proceedings by the fact that Mr. J. H. 
Thomas, formerly Dominions Secretary, 
happened to be occupying a suite of rooms 
in the hotel in which th> talks were held, 
and actua'y was seated in -the lounge 
when Mr. Macdonald returned to see 
President de Valera.

The European situation is 
exceedingly grave. Every country, with 
the exception of the Saorsidt, is preparing 
its defences, and, if the people of the 
twenty-six counties are not to be entirely 
helpless, some working arrangement with 
Britain must be made. It is no time for 
the discussion of constitutional niceties. 
What the Irish people demand is a settle- 
ment of the economic ‘‘war’’ in the first 
instance, and thereafter a permanent 
agreement with Great Britain which will 
safeguard their position as citizens of the 
Commonwealth, and assure them of 
adequate protection in the event of war.

Dublin’s Port 


The port of Dublin has enjoyed a record 
year. More business was done, more ships 
entered and left the port, more passengers 
and goods were embarked and disem- 
barked than in any previous twelve 
months. For the other significant events 
of the harbour’s year we commend readers 
to the chairman’s review, which was de- 
livered at yesterday's meeting of the Port 
and Docks Board. In addition to a visit 
from the Belfast Harbour Commissioners— 
valuable particularly as a sign of the in- 
creasingly good relations between business 
men here and in Northern Ireland—they 
include Dublin’s practical début as a place 
of call for large liners, the inauguration 
of the new oil refinery, the provisioi of 
new deep-water berthage, and the opening 
of a large warehouse for tobacco. This is 
excellent work, whose importance the 
public has acknowledged by its over-sub- 
scribing of the Board's issue of £150,000 
stock. Everybody welcomes Dublin’s 
re-emergence as a considerable port. For 
many years past there had been a grave 
danger that she would lose her ch*racter 
as a maritime city, and until very lately 
the business transacted along her wharves 
bore a curiously small relation to her 
population of half a million, Exactly how 
the change has been effected it is difficult 
to say. Doubtless, Mr. de Valera’s “ alter- 
native markets,’’ profitless as they may be. 
to the country at large, have hd@ some- 
thing to do with the port’s prosperity ; but 
the major cause is certainly the Board’s 
new spirit of ambition. It has worked 
hard to advertise the half-unremarked, 
half-forgotten advantages of Dublin as the 
obvious station for Ireland's entrepét 
trade, and as the most valuable port of 
call for passenger liners. We do not sup- 
pose that Cove’s century-old position on 
the trans-Atlantic passenger route will re- 
ceive a serious challenge from Dublin or 
from anywhere else in the Free State ; but 
there is no doybt that cruising id, and 
all those that cater for a ‘pleasure 
traffic,”’ will employ Dublin, to an increas- 
ing degree, as their Irish port of stoppage. 
If the cruising habit, indeed, continues 
to flourish, and infects Ireland as 
thoroughly as it has infected England. 
regular calls at Dublin wil] be manifestly 
to the profit of the lines. All the omens 
suggest that the port's record for last year, 
admirable as it was, will be surpassed this 
year. The real turn in its fortunes, how- 
ever, will appear when the new oil re- 
finery is in commission ; for the refinery’s 
prodace will not be restricted to the Free 
State market, but will be exported to 
Great Britain, and, no doubt, to many 
other countries as well, The Board will reap 
the reward of its labours when the quays 
of Dublin once again are lined with miles 
of shipping, as they were not so long ago; 
and the prospect, to judge by last year’s 
achievements, is not remote.

Gas Masks 


On Tuesday afternoon. a. Government- 
owned respirator assembly factory was 
opened at Blackburn by the Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary for Home Affairs in 
London. Here will be made in millions the 
containers which filter the poison gases out 
of the air. The containers then will be 
affixed to the face pieces, which are manu- 
factured by contractors in different parts 
of the country, and the completed masks 
sent to the regional storage dépét in 
Manchester. In the course of time storage 
dépéts will spring up all ever England, 
and there will be a gas-mask to hand for 
every member of the population. The 
Under-Secretary’s industry is a shining 
example to the other Government officials 
who are concerned with the rearmament 
of Britain; but one would like to know 
precisely how he proposes to make use of 
his vast supply of respirators. It seems 


definite that these respirators will not be 


issued indiscriminately at any time to any- 
body who applies for them, but they will 
be stored under lock and key in Govern- 
ment premises. ‘An elaborate system 
must be devised to distribute the masks 
in an emergency—a system which would 
appear to involve something in the nature 
of a door-to-door canvass. It is obvious 
that there could be no mass distribution 
from the dépéts themselves, with queues 
of people awaiting their turn ; for the delay 
would prove extremely dangerous to the 
late-comers. Where.ample warning has 


been received of the coming raid the dis- 


tribution could be completed at leisure ; 
but, in the event of an unexpected raid— 
perhaps by three adventurous enemy 
bombers—a difficult problem would be 
presented. There is a further difficulty. 


Unless people are assured by personal 
| experience of the efficacy of the masks 


they may not be inclined to make use of 
them. Ina general panic the masks might 
be entirely disregarded, although the 
authorities had taken the trouble of seeing 
that everybody was provided. We presume 
that the Under-Secretary has considered 
these questions—and we hope that they 
never will arise.

DUKE OF GLOUCESTER AS 
CHAIRMAN

Raw Materials 


Details of an interesting nature |- 
ing the movements of raw materials and 
foodstuffs from producing to consuming 
countries have been compiled by the 
League of Nations economic intelligence 
service, after an investigation extending 
over three years. The information deals 
with over thirty commodities of import- 
ance to international trade, including 
wheat, sugar, rubber, wood, cotton, metals 
and motor spirit. The information pro- 
vided is expected to be of great value to 
the committee to be appointed by the 
League to study the question of the dis- 
tribution of raw materials. Previously 
discrepancics between the export figures of 
one country and the import figures of 
another relating to the same transaction 
made comparison difficult, but an attempt 
has been made to overcome this defect by 
co-ordinating statistics, by giving the 
country of origin in respect of all imports.

IMPORTANT SUCCESS

GIBRALTAR, Thursday. 


An insurgent offensive has begun in the 
South, aiming at the capture of Malaga. 
It scored its first success to-day, when 
the insurgents, after heavy losses on both 
sides, captured Estepona, a strongly forti- 
fed town on the sea-coast, about 45 miles 
from Malaga. 

The capture of Estepona was officially 
announced at 10 o’clock to-night from the 
insurgent headquarters at Algeciras. 
Estepona had resisted all previous attacks 
and had proved a formidable obstacle to 
any advance on Malaga. 

A strong attack by land and sea and air 
on Malaga, in preparation for the land- 
ing of troops at Estepona, failed early this 
morning, according to a communiqué of 
the Ministries of Air and Marine to-day, 
says a Valencia message. 


A squadron of twin-engined ‘planes | 


joined up with a number of insurgent 
ships, states the communiqué. One Govern- 
ment ‘plane succeeded in dropping two 
200ib. bombs on the Almirante Cervera, 
which hurried away to Ceuta. 


GERMANS FALL BACK 
AT MADRID

Fighting continued along the north-west 
sector of the Madrid front, where the 
Government offensive yesterday began at 
2 p.m. and lasted throughout the night.

ENERAL SMUTS, Minister of 
Justice, speaking to-day in the 
House of Assembly on the Govern- 
ment’s Aliens Bill, emphasised that 
present conditions in the Union made 
necessary some small. change in the 
old South African policy of the open 
door for immigration. The aim, 
however, was, he said, not to reduce 
numbers, and not to change the large 
outline of South Africa’s policy. 

The Union was a “ handy country ” for 
coumtries looking for colonies. That was 
another. reason for not restricting the 
flow of suitable whites, and there should 
be no discrimination. 

General Smuts admitted frankly that he 
sympathised with the Jews—their virtues 
and their defects—but he resented the 
Nationalist attitude that the Jew was a 
pest and a curse. That was unworthy and 
wrong. The Jews, like Scots, often beat 
others in competition, because of their 
genius. 


RACIAL DIFFICULTIES 


General Smuts emphasised that South 
Africa always had racial difficulties. That, 
perhaps, was one of the reasons why the 
country was so interesting. 

“Do not let us

said.

HILE on a passage to Dublin 
| recently the captain of a Glen 
i Line steamer, carrying cargo, located 
a new “ shoal spot ’’—small sand- 
bank—in Dublin Bay. 

This shoal is not marked on 
Admiralty charts, and nobody knows 
how long it has been in the Bay. 

On reaching the Port of Dublin the cap- 
tain of the ship reported his discovery to 
the Harbour Master, Captain J. H. Webb, 
Soundings were taken at the place indi- 
cated, and the shoal was definitely located 
some distance south-west of Rosbeg Bank, 
which lies off Howth Head. Rosbeg Bank 
is marked by a flashing buoy. 

The actual position of the newly-found 
sandbank is said to he at a point opposite 
the entrance to the River Liffey, and on 
a line between Dun Laoghaire Harbour 
and the Baily Lighthouse, Howth. 

Captain Webb told an Jrish Times repre- 
sentative yesterday that the shoal is “a 
pinnacle of sand on the edge of the five- 
fathom contour on the charts of Dublin 
Bay.’’ He added that it is only a small 
spot, as it took the harbour authorities 
about six hours to locate it with the aid of 
their sounding machine. 


NO DANGER TO SHIPPING 


“ There is about 19 feet of water over 
the place at low tide—this means 29 feet 
at high tide,’’ continued Captain Webb. 
“Our pilots have been told about it, and 
any ship which is not taking on one of our 
pilots is informed of its presence by the 
pilot cutter. There is no danger to ship- 
ping.”’ 

The five-fathom contour on which this 
shoal has been located should show 30 
feet of water at low tide, instead of the 
19 feet which Captain Webb mentioned. 
Coastal cargo steamers have a draft of 
between 10 feet and 15 feet, but the larger 
freight ships which are now coming into 
Dublin Port draw between 20 and 30 feet 
of water. 

Following the discovery of this shoal, 
the Dublin Port and Docks Board has re- 
quested the Free State Government to have 
a new survey made of Dublin Bay. The 
responsibility of the Board ends ‘at the 
Bar buoy, just outside the entrance to the 
river; but its pilot cutter frequently 
| makes other soundings in the bay in order 
to ensure a safe passage for ships. 


ADMIRALTY AID 


The Department of Industry and Com- 
‘merce has informed the Board that the 
question of the survey is being considered. 
Should they agree to this work being done, 
it is probable that the Government will 
seek the aid of the British Admiralty in 
_earrying out the survey, as the Free State 
| Government has no boat suitable for the 
work, the only boat owned by the Govern- 
ment being the fisheries cruiser Muirchu.

CHANGING CURRENTS 


‘Several theories have been advanced to 
account for the formation of this new sand- 
bank. It is probably due to a change in 
the currents in the bay, and one sailor 
whe knows the bay well suggested that its 
formation might be due in some measure 
to the reclamation of land on the north 
side of the bay diverting a current. 

Although sandbanks do constitute a 
danger to shipping, those around the 
entrance to the port of Dublin are fully 
marked on charts, and adequately buoyed 
and lighted. 

During the Great War these banks—the 
Kish, the Burford and the Rosbeg-—helped 
to make Dublin Bay really safe for ship- 
ping, as sandbanks are very dangerous to 
submarines, and formed a natural bulwark 
against under-water craft.

THE INDUSTRY 


Mr. Lemass, proposing the toast of the 
Society of Irish Motor Traders, Ltd., said 
that he was aware that many Irish motor 
traders accepted, with very grave misgivings, 
the Government's decision that. all 
vehicles used in the 
assembled in the Free State’s own workshops, 
and in the earlier years of that policy s opera- 
tion, before the restriction of imports had 
heen offset by increased home production, 
they appeared to have justification for their 
misgivings in the reduction in their sales. 
Fortunately for everyone concerned, however, 
many Saorstat motor traders, realising that 
if the job of getting the new motor 
assembling industry established was to be 
done properly they had to do it themselves, 
set themselves vigorously to the. 
overcoming the difficulties, and with su 
success that they made the motor assembling 
industry one of the outstanding successes of 
the nation’s industrial “revival. 

“There are now twenty-three firms en- 
gaged in motor car building,” he said, “‘ pro- 
ducing twenty-eight different makes of cars, 
while employment in the industry, which 
totalled 201 in March of 1933, was 1,556 in 
March of 1936, and since had increased still 
further. In addition, 828 persons were en- 
gaged in coach and motor body building. 
The rate of growth of the industry could be 
gauged by the fact that between September, 
1935. and March, 1936, a period of six months, 
employment in it increased by 60 per cent. 
No doubt the rapid development of this 
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industry had been facilitated by. the fact that | 


returning prosperity had resulted in a rapid 
expansion of the demand: for new vehicles. 
In 1935, and again in 1936, the number ol 


Ssorstat constituted a record, the number in | 
each year exceeding by more than 25 per cent. | 
the number for the previous year, The figure | 
for the whole of 1936, said the Minister, is | 
not yet available, but during the 11 months | 
to the end of November new registrations | 
totalled 10,062, which is to be compared with | 
8.204 for the 12 months of 1935, and 6,450 for | 
1934. 


CAR PRICES AND SALES | 


The picture painted by these figures, he | 
went on, is a satisfactory one, but there are | 
other figures which are perhaps not so 
gratifying. Needless to remark, I refer to 
the prices charged for Irish-assembled cars. 
I do not claim that any exhaustive inquiry | 
has yet been made into them or the observa- 
tions of the assembling firms obtained, but | 
making due allowance for all the known | 
factors, the cost of unassembled parts, the | 
revenue duty payable on them on importa- 
tion, transport charges and costs. of | 
assembling, the margin left to the producers | 
of the cars appears generous.

UNEMPLOYMENT 

TE was, of eourse, of great national import- 
mnce thaí every Opportunity of increasing 
employment in the Saorstat should be fully 
explored, and, if practicable, availed of. 
Unemployment was still one of the most 
pressing problems. It was true that they 
were able to record some progress, not incon- 
siderable, in overcoming it during last year. 
During the whole of 1936 total unemployment 
was, on the average, about 18 per cent. less 
than in 1955, the decline being 15 per cent. in 
mrban areas and 21 per cent. in the rest of 
the country. In April of last year, when the 
census was taken, the number of persons on 
the live register was 3.7 per cent. of the 
total population. The live register contained 
certain elasses of persons, such as small 
farmers and sons of farmers, who were not 
on the corresponding registers in Great Bri- 
tain or Norther iecland and, making allow- 
ance for this factor, it could be said that the 
number of unemployed persons in the 
Saorstat, in proportion to population, was 
somewhat less than in Great Britain, and 
about one-half what it was in the Six 
Counties. 

The unemployment position was, neverthe- 
Jess, a cause of continuing concern, and cn 
that account every possible effort must be 
made to alleviate it. The most practicable 
method of doing so was by increasing em- 
ployment in industry and in other occupations 
and trades which were insurable under the 
Unemployment Insurance Acts. Progress, 
undoubtedly, had been made, but their efforts 
so far had been insufficient. Simce 
March, 1932, total employment in these occu- 
pations had increased by 37 per cent., the 
increase being continuous over the whole 
period. A further increase of equal propor- 
tions would enable them to say that unemploy- 
ment no longer existed, That might seem at 
first sight a large undertaking, but it could 
be carried out, ' 

“AWe have tremendous advantages now 
which did not exist in 1932,” said Mr, 
Lemass, '' and if we can avail of them in full 
we should be able to speed up the rate of 
progress and effect the same improvement 
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years in a much shorter period in the future.”

MR. ROOSEVELT’S 
‘NEW MODEL 


The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day :—-Whatever thay be the fate of the 
proposals which Mr, sevelt has laid 
before Congress for recasting the ad- 
ministrative machinery of the Federal 
Government, there is no difference of 
“opinion in the United States over the 
necessity for .reform,, It has long. been 
ground common to both political parties 
that the Federal services needed re- 
organisation, and ‘that this reorganisation 
should take the form of building up an 
efficient Civil Service and of progressively 
eliminating. the political. patronage, which 
has been so powerful and so unsavoury an 
element in American public’ life. . Party 
managers and Congressmen will regard 
with dismay the wholesale abolition of 
opportunities for political. . patronage. 
Some people will deplore the extension of 
the Civil Service for other less interested 
reasons, fearing that the effect of security 
of tenure upon the petty office-holder will 
be to make him feel himself the master, 
not the servant, of the public; turning 
him into .a self-sufficient and not neces- 
sarily competent bureaucrat. 

The main resistance to the scheme, how- 
ever, will come from those who see in it 
a method of extending the effective powers 
of the President» . Criticism is already 
heard that the proposals will mean more 
“centralisation,” giving the 
the kind of, control which is exercised 
by the executive heads of great business 
corporations, and reducing Congress to the 
position of a beard of ditectors. Certaihly 
it is the essential object of the scheme 
to provide the .President. with .a modern, 
efficient administrative machine, adequate 
to.enablé him to discharge the function— 
the direction of the whole exequitive side 
of national government—specifically en- 
trusted -te~him by the,Constitution,. . It 
seems strange flidt, this should be regarded 
as an objection precisely by those who 
have counted themselves as the most 
zealous defenders of constitutional tradi- 
tion.

AN ENTHUSIAST ON 
AGRICULTURE

ITTERATEUR, economist, linguist and 
diplomat, Dr. Karel Kostal, the new 
Consul for Czechoslovakia, arrived in 

Dublin yesterday to take up the position 
vacated by Major Paul Ruzicka some months 


ago. 
— Kostal has been acting as secretary to 
M. Krofta, the Foreign Minister at Prague, 
up to a few weeks ago. Before that he was 
for five years secretary to the Czechoslovakian 
Legation in Copenhagen, having previously 
acted as attaché and secretary. to the 


— in Paris. i 
though he arrived in Dublin a yester- 
day morning, he was seated in his office busy 
at work on his new duties when seen by an 
Irish Times reporter shortly before noon. 
“TIT had a lovely crossing,’’ he explained. “I 
slept all the time as if I were not on the 


ship. 

He speaks excellent English, although he 
never before has been to an English-speaking 
country. 


IRISH CONTACTS 


“TI learnt the language from books and 
from what some people taught me,” he said 
in reply to a question. He disclosed the fact 
that he also had a knowledge of German, 
Russian, Danish, French and, of course, the 
language of his own country. 

“You have two languages here, I am 
told,” he said. ‘You have English and 
Irish, both of which are official. All I know 
of Irish is ‘A chara.’ Yes, I am interested 
in languages, but I may not have the time to 
study rish However, I have read a lot of 
Irish history, and I know something of Irish 
literature from the books I have read in my 
own country.” 

Dr. Kostal said that Czechoslovakia had 
many relations with Ireland. Irish literature 
was well known in his country, The works 
of Yeats, Synge, George Moore and James 
Joyce had been translated into the language 
and were read widely. He himself had read 
most of the works of these authors. As for 
his own literary efforts, he was engaged at 
present in writing a book dealing with the 
agricultural co-operative system in Denmark, 
and hopes to have it published in the near 
future. 

This subject seems to interest him very 
much; for he talked very enthusiastically 
about the Danish methods. 


DANISH SYSTEM 


“The Danish people,” he said, “have the 
best agricultural system you could find. Agri- 
culture is so developed on co-operative lines 
and the Danish people are so far advanced 
in agriculture that they have many lessons 
to give to other peoples. They sell their 
dá oh through these societies, and are 
endeavouring to improve their 


always 
system.”’ 

Speaking on the development of trade re- 
lations between the Free State and Czecho- 
slovakia, Dr. Kostal said that he believed 
that his best task would be to find some pro- 
duce that could be exported from the Free 
State. Czechoslovakia more or less had the 
same kind of economy as this country. It 
had its industries on the one hand, and then 
a well-developed agricultural system on the 
other. As far as agricultural products were 
concerned, therefore, there was not much 
room for greater trade. 

“We must look for those things which we 
need and which you could export; but I feel 
that if I could do as well as my predecessor, 
Major Ruzicka, I should be happy.” 

zechoslovakia, he continued, could expand 
its exports in glass, porcelain, textiles, iron 
goods and machines, 

“Then there is our Pilsener beer, he 
added. ‘* Yes, it is native to our country, 
and, although you get Pilsener from Ger- 
many, it is not the same as ours.”

He 
said that his predecessor had talked with 
enthusiasm of the time he had spent here 
and of the happy memories of the friends he 
had met while in Dublin. 

“Major Ruzicka,”’ he said, “has built u 
@ great monument of his stay here, and 
hope I shall maintain it as well as he. I 
saw him last week, and he sends his good 
wishes to everyone here.” 

Dr. Kostal said that he believed that he 
would like this country. The first thing 
that had impressed him on his arrival, he 
said, was to see the frost. There was a 
greater difference between the seasons in his 
own country. From what he had read, he 
believed that there was a very interesting 
political situation here.

Australia still is awaiting details from 
Great Britain about Australian bases and 
the air mail flying boats in connection 
with the Empire air mail scheme, Sir

“ Although repeated requests have been 
made to the British Government,” he 
declared, “ details of Australian bases and 
of the air mail flying boats still have not 
been supplied, notwithstanding Major 
Brackley’s survey nearly a year ago. 

‘* Great Britain,” he declared, ‘‘ has not 
made any suggestions for the improvement 
of flying boats. Any proposals for 
accelerating the speed of the air mail came 
from Australia. 

‘‘ Delays dealing with the subject are 
not entirely due to the Commonwealth. 

‘ Unfair partisanship has done more 
to make the British air mail scheme un- 
gó in Australia than anything else,”

Ascording to private messages received 
in Melbourne from Canberra, the British 
Government has not been able to agree to 
Australia’s request for a provision that 
she should have the right to withdraw 
from the scheme if the flying boat service 
between Singapore and Australia prove

Declaring that the alleged fundamental 
invalidity of the mandate was one of the 
causes underlying the Palestine disturb- 
ances, Husseini proposed that the Arabs 
be provisionally recognised as an indepen- 
dent nation, with the power of the mandate 
limited to the giving of advice and 
assistance. 

At yesterday’s session of the Commission 
Aouni Abdul Hadi reaffirmed the Arabs’ 
uncompromising attitude in the situation, 
and declared that “the Arabs prefer 
death rather than the loss of civil and 
political rights.”’ 

No matter how limited the immigration 
of the Jews might eventually become, he 
added, the majority of Arabs would not 
agree to another Jew entering the country. 

Lord Peel suggested a round table con- 
ference as a possibility, but the witness 
replied that Arabs could. not discuss 
Palestine with Jews.

ANGLO-CANADIAN 
TRADE 


NEW AGREEMENT IN 
PRINCIPLE 


—- 


The Board of Trade, London, last night 
made the following announcement :— 

‘* As a result of discussions which have 
been proceeding for some months, agree 
ment in principle has been reached between 
His Majesty’s Governments in the United 
Kingdom and in Canada, with regard to a 
new trade agreement. It is hoped that the 
agreement will be signed very shortly. The 
text will be published as soon “as possible 
thereafter.”’ 

It will be recalled that negotiations for 
the revision of the Ottawa Treaty agree- 
ment of 1932 took place last year, on the 
occasion of the visit of Mr, Dunning 
(Canadian Finance Minister) and Mr. 
William Euler (Minister of Trade and 
Commerce). 

After these Ministers had gone back to 
Canada, Mr. Mackenzie King (Premier) 
came to London from Geneva, and had 
further talks on various aspects of the 
projected agreement particularly, it is 
understood, on cattle, fixed margins, and 
so forth. 

Mr. Mackenzie King, on his return to 
Canada, discussed the position with his 
Cabinet, and now the agreement in prin- 
ciple has been reached. 

It probably will be found to confer 
appreciable benefits on both sides, while 
maintaining always, as far as possible, the 
principle of relatively low tariffs, in order 
not to shut out considerations of an 
improvement in intesnational trade 
generally.
